Now, has Mr. Harrison riolatecl tli's law? 


Kight around this question there is raging 
a great controversy. It has enlarged itselt 
until the veracity of Mr. Harrison has be- 
come entangled in the outspreading meshes.

Tiie stati-ment that comes from the White 


House now to the effect that the president 
paid for the cottage himself is a little late, 
and it crimes after other patties, who were 
in a place to gain accurate knowledge tf 
the whole deal,'have told their story.
